Speakership of the Senate. 
E/lUor* Jjtjuixvike Courier : Suggestions 
have recently l»e« u made iu the public jour- 
nals, touching the fitnt£s of sundry per- 
sons for the office of Speaker of the Sen- 
ate. Great importance i 6 aUacbed to this 
post, because its incumbent would bt tome 
Governor of the State, should that officer.

The issue, if it ever has be. n, is 
no longer Ut i .n or disunion, but neutrality 
or civil war, and the parties in the Senate 
wid be, the oue for making Kentucky an 
active Fe leral auxiliary in this war, and the 
olher for a Jir,u and pos'tirt neutrality. If 
the Sj*e«ktr be elected ot the former patty, 
i iwill indicate' the purpose of the Senate to 
wrench Kentucky front the chosen posi- 
tion of her people, and prostitute her 
power for the coercion of her Southern 
sisters. This act will be the signal for 
preparation throughout the State, and the 
subsequent sitting of the Legislature may 
be amid the battle's din ana the mutual 
slaughter of brethren. It cannot be that 
all, ora mnjoritv of those elected as Uttiou 
men, favor this result, and if not, thev 
should recognize the new isi-ue, and de- 
termine it in their first act. I have written 
this, to ask that you present this subject 
in your more lavorable manner to the 
public. Senators have donbtlees anticipa- 
ted the suggestion. If so, it is better.

REBELS IX WESTERN VIRGINIA. 

The Rev. Mr. Rrowu, Chaplain of the 
Svvcuth Ohio Regimeut, lurnishes the. 
ClcVj^iud lierulu with the following par- 
ticuCTre of th" capture of Capt. Spr.i^ue, 
ol Huron, Ohio, by the rebels uudtr Wise, 
iu W e*s;eru Virginia. The correspoudeni 
writes: 

Capt. Sprague left us last 8 unday at noon 
for his home iu Huron, ou a short Vualough , 
accompanied by two dmgoous and it e 
regular mail messenger, Jimmy Fletcher 
At Big Birch they suddeuly found them 
selves eunfronied by 150 ot" Wise’s cavalry 
Jimmy Fletcher was shot because he 
woultt not surrender; Capt. Sprague and 
oue of ths dragoons were taken prisoners; 
and the other dragoon, jumping from his 
horse aud taking to the woods, csceped. 
Had Ihe man, close by whose house this 
occured, and who claims to bo a strong 
Union man, giveu word of it immediate- 
ly— we were then only eighteen miles dla- 
taut — we could easily nave intercepted 
them, re captured tho Captain, and killed 
or captured the whole bind. But it was 
twenty-four hours alter before the word 
reached us. Immediately two compnu es 
ol infantry — one of them the Captain's 
owe, iu command ol that determined, 
manly fellow, Lieutenant Wilcox— and o: e 
company ol dragoons started iu pursuit. 
Butihough they went at “double quick,” 
they reached the ferry over Gauley river 
two hours too late. And as the river was 
very high aud rising rapidly, and the ferry- 
boat was on the other side, there the par- 
suit necessarily ended. 

We were a sad regiment when the men re- 
turned, ar*d we saw it to be a certain thiug 
that C iptain Sprague wu out of our reach 
and on the way to Richmond, for not only 
was he oho of our very best officers, but a 
geutlutnau also and beloved by all. His 
wife and family— be has two sisters, he told 
me just as he was starting, living in Cleve- 
land — have our warmest sympathies in this 
calamity. We have uo fears for his life, 
hut ihink of the captivity belore him at 
such a time as this! The Rebels evidently 
are emboldened aud made audacious by the 
disaster at Manassas. Aud, from sources 
we cannot question, wq learn that Lee cer- 
tainly and Wise probably, with perhaps 
7,000 uur, are ou their way back to at'aek 
us or harrass us. We do not fear them, 
however. Gen. Cox i 9 secure at Gauley 
Bridge. Col. Tyler can hold this point 
against many times his numbers. Col. 
Smith can in like manner hold Sutton, and 
Gen. Roseeraus m supposed to be able to 
take care of himself ia the North. But if 
you should hear of some fighting done by 
some of us shortly, you need not be sur- 
prised. And if it shall be the fortune of 
the Seventh to be “counted in.” I think I 
can assure you the men will give a good ac- 
count of themselves. There is a growing 
enthusiasm among both officers and men 
in drilling, discipline, and good order aud 
morals.

Constitutional provision. 

Kosobed, That although Cougrese has r.o 
power to establish the Missouri Com- 
promise liue, yet as a peace mca-ure, 
it may, aud ought to be, done by a Consti- 
tutional amendment, extending it to the 
Pacific. 

Jteaolced, As the opinion of this general 
assembly, that the people of the United 
States are competent for self-government, 
and that to sacrifice a hundred thousand 
lives and live hundred millions of dollars, 
and the ma'.eriil interests of the country 
for a century, to arrive at the settlement of 
the African sltve question, is impeachment 
of their competency, and a most fatal blow 
to the cause of human liberty.

Editor » LouisiiVe Courier: Having just 
returned from Southern Kentucky, I wish 
to inform the merchants of our city of some 
fart*. On my way up the boat landed at 
Evansville to put off' some tobacco While 
there, several Kentucky merchants (pas- 
sengers) were invited to buy goods of vari- j 
ous kinds, including coffee, bacon, starch, 
scap, dry goods, <$lc., and were asnured, to 
my i*r*onal knowledge, that permits would 
be granted without a word on their part.

1 
take it this is what the public desire to 
auow, and what the physician should en- 
deavor to explain. If I entertained the 
opinion, general in my profession, and al- 
most universal among the people that 
Uonsumptiou i* beyond the skill of m in to 
uproot, the task of explaining its treatment 
would indeed be easily accomplished. It 
would consist in a mere enumeration of tha 
different remedies which hare boen found 
most effectual impM.'fUiu.j the distressing 
symptoms which characterize it-;Tu ^ 
pain, fe\ er, perspirations, fire. — for it may 
truly be said ol most physicians, that thev 
have striven to devise "the best means to 
u*L*k the disease and make the patient 
comfortable, but the very worst to iffecl 
his recovery. . But believing 39 I do that 
Consumption is cnroble^ it becomes 
s-ary to point out with accuracy what l 
mean by the term Consumption. 

The term “Consumption” was originally 
applied to many diseases situated in d.ff r- 
ent organs, and Laving uo symptoms in 
common except the wasting or emaciation 
of the body. They were called 
tion* because the body consumed away. 
1 his use of the term led to great confusion- 
amoDg writers, and it was soon found ne- 
cessary to designate the kind of consump- 
tion meant by prefixing the came of the 
affected organ. 

Laeonec, the great discoverer of the 
Stethoscope, in the course of his extensive 
researches into the pathology jf the luugs, 
found that small grandnlar "bodies alwuy* 
exist iu the lur gs in genuine consumption. 
These bodies are 'called tubercle*.' and, 
since the time of Laeuncc, the Urm con- 
sumption has been restricted, end under- 
stood to apply to a disease of the lungs 
characterized by tlieir presence. When, 
thcrel^le, I speak of Cousumptiim, I mean 
not only a disease of the lungs, but tubercu- 
lar disease. I am particular tbat thin 
should be understood; for the changes 
which these tubercles undergo produce the 
destruction of the lungs, and’ all that mel- 
ancholy train of symptoms which mark ihe 
progress of Consumption, while their seat — 
the air tuber aud ceila of the lungs — indi- 
cates the treatment necessary for their re- 
moval. 

The tubercles regulate the stage of the 
disease bv the changes which they un- 
dergo. Me sny Consumption is in the 
f.rxt stage when the tubercles are small 
specks or points of a grayish color — half 
transparent. In thi 6 condition they re- 
semble millet seed, an«l hence are called 
miliary tuberrle s. This tubercular matter 
is secreted from the blood. It is not only 
poured out Into the air cells, and on the 
free surface of the mucous lining of the air 
tubes, but deposited in the delicate struc- 
tures which go to make up the lung*. 
Whatever interferes with dec rrboiuscatioiu 
of the blood will produce tubercle*. They 
are always the product of a defective per- 
formance of the function of the luDgw. 
Catarrh produces them by inducing and 
feeding irritation in the larynx and wind- 
pip*'. Irritation in the larynx and windpipe 
is always followed by bronchitis. Bron- 
chitis is always attended by the secretion of 
a risckl roacou* or phlegm" which blocks up 
the air tubes, and prevent* the admission 
of air. The moment the air is shut oil 
from a cluster of air ceils, thoe« cells be- 
come the center of imperfect decarboaixi- 
tion, and sooner or later will become tu- 
bercv’tms. Here, then, you see a chain of 
irritation beginning iu a simple catarrh, 
and ending in Consumption. It is not tlie 
irritation that produces th“ tubercles— for 
irritatiou in any other organ than the 
lungs would not be followed by tlieir de- 
velopment — but it is the obstruction which 
the rise id mucous ci;ust ’6 iu the air tubea. 
The hawking up of this sticky kind of 
mucous may be the only symptom of con- 
sumption in the first stage. From this you 
will understand what a fatal mistake those 
mike who wrnit for more serious symp- 
toms to arise. 

In the second d>ige of consumption the 
tubercles become much increased in size. 
Iu the first they were of the size of mdlet 
seed; they have now become of sizes vary- 
ing from a siffall pea to a filbert. They 
have also undergene a change in color — 
from jwarl gray to yeiloa. When taken 
from the lungs of persons who have died, 
and pressed between tbe fingers, they 
break down just like lumps of old cheese. 
These cheesy tubercles, from their siae, in- 
c reuse the obstruction to the lungs, can-ring 
shortness of breath, and, generally, a con- 
siderable addition to the cough and expec- 
toration.

Freedom ol the Press, 

The war on the freedom of the press 
still goes bravely on. Almost every duy 
brings new s of ihc destruction or suppres- 
sion of some newspaper by the despot ruob 
or the despot Government. What a con- 
trast between the free North, — the free 
speech North — in this respect, and the “mil- 
itary despotism” of the South. Where aud 
when was a newspaper there put down * 
Browu'ow’s Knoxville Whig still lives in 
Tennessee, a monument cl the law and 
liberty abiding sentiments of Tennessee 
and cf the Confederate States; although 
Knoxville would seem to be the very place 
where, according to the Norihern theory, 
such a press ought not to be tolerated; for 
Knoxville is in the disaffected district of 
Tennessee, which has not only attacked 
but repudiated the Government, and invi- 
ted in a foreign enemy. But, happily, East 
Tennessee is fast coming to her senses 
and to her loyalty to the Sou-.h:rc Govern- 
ment. One ot the leading papers of New 
Orleans for a long time after the secession, 
w >s hostile to the movement, but was 
not iuoleetcd, and finally became 
reconciled. 0;lier papers in the 
South were similarly treated and 
with similar results. If there are but few 
of them now it is because they have no 
supporters among the people. The Louis- 
ville Journal is the only paper published 
without the Confederacy tbat has been 
refused admission recently. But the New 
York World, the Herald, the Times, the 
Cincinnati Comim rc-ial, the Enquirer, aad 
other papers from the North and West -are 
still admitted. We may infer that iu se- 
lecting tlie Louisville Journal as a special 
object of prohibition the Vigilance Com- 
mittee of Nashville acted, as they thought, 
rather in defense of public morality than 
of their political »)stem. It was not so 
m ii'h because the Journal was hostile to 
the South as because it was hostile to the 
truth of history so bitterly and vindictive- 
ly, that it was suppressed — not because ii 
was so dangerous to the public safety as 
because il wns injurious to the morals of 
tke community. 

But we are told the liberty of the press 
must be violated because we are at war. — 
Well, nations are generally at war about 
half tie time. We have been remarka- 
bly exempt — but we have been at war 
nearly one lourth the time with Indians, 
and all since our separation from Eng- 
land, and have been on the verge of war 
three or four times besides. Is liberty 
to cea*e when war begins? The Consti- 
tution don’t say so. 

But, then, we are told this is a war for 
tie preservation of the Government. — 
This is not true at all. A war with any 
foreign nation is much more a war for 
the preservation of the Govermn* nt. For 
if corquered. our Government would he 
abolished, and that of the victor estab- 
lished. 

This is not, at ltast as yet, a war to 
overthrow aoy Northern Government — 
State or Federal. The South does no*, 
want to interfere v. ith self-government 
in any part of the North. It can have 
its Staje Government and its Federal 
Government in peace, whenever it -ays j 
the word. 

Now this war is waged by the North 
against the South to enable the North to 
govern, not itself, but to govern the South 
— to govern eight or nine millions of peo- 
ple against their will— and tbat, too, after 
they have pronounced that will more an ml- ; 
mously, more regularly, and more emphati- 
cally than a people ever did Before. 

The war is to presuve the Government 
of the North uvt-r the South — n-d to ■‘fceqre 
the government of th- North by »ke North. 

It is to preserve Thi* G-. v< rameut over 
the South, that the North, with the infatua- 
tion that btlougs to such wicked d signs, i 
Las already sacrificed its own Constitutional 
Government — a sacrifice incomparably ! 
greater than the melancholy sa--riiico it 
has made, iu vain, ol it* cipzeue, and of its 
reputation la battle — of its property, whose 
value has been prostrated throughout the 
country. 

Let the North proceed with this insane 
attempt too lorg, and the Soutb, which 
does not now desire to conquer or annex a 
eirgle inch ot the North, may feel con- 
strained by sentiments of pity and of policy 
to imp se a butter government on ill 
North, than she appears to be capable of 
maintaining herself.

their wisest and best men to the Conveu 
tion. . 

The lists of signatures to the call are 
ton numerous to be copied here, but em- 
brace the names of many of the best and 
most prominent citizen* of the State. 

BTThe Journal says “an officer at 
Camp Boone has written to his sister iu 
Louisville, telling her to leave the citv, 
there , rill b- trouble here imtne,. Hole ly. ” — 
From this letter the Journal attempts to 
draw the conclusion that the troops at 
Camp Booue intend immediately to invade 
Kentucky aud attack this city. The letter 
allud ed to by the Jour cal. was received in 
the city, but was not written by an officer 
at Camp Boone. The gentleman referred 
to has for sometime urged his sister to 
leave the city, being apprehensive that 
there would be trouble here; but he never 
dreamed that it would come lrom Tennes- 
see. He anticipated trouble, it is.true, bat 
he anticipated it from the invasion of Ken- 
tucky by troops from the other side of the 
river. So ends another of the “cock aad 
bull” stories of the Journal. 

ftjfWe will do the Northern press the 
justice to say that latterly it 1 as abated 
la gleyof its ridiculous boasting about the 
North, and its monstrous lying about the 
South. But there ii still ah immense mar- 
gin for further reform in these particulars. 
Let them emulate the courtesy, modera- 
tion, and, above al 1 , the extraordinary] ver- 
acity of the Journal. 



Probable Disruption of the I’uion 
Party. 

It cuu no longer be disgmsed that serious 
divisious exist among the members of the 
Union party, threatening its immediate 
disruption. These divi.-ion* are recogr.is d 
by the leaders of the party, aud hence, a 
meeting ot the Union delegation to Con- 
gress from this State, is called to assemble 
in Frankfort on Monday next, simultane- 
ously with the meeting of the Legislature. 

The time has come when the Under* of 
the Union party are compelled to define 
and carry out their truj policy. They 
have heretofore dcct ived the people ; they 
can do so no longer; they must now 
their “true colors.” They must take po :- 
tion either for or against the war; either 
for or ; gainst neutrality; either for or 
against the oppressive war tax; either for 
or against the occupation of Kentucky soil 
by Federal troops. These questions must 
all be determined by the Legislature at its 
approaching session, and upon their deci- 
sion depends iu a great measure the destiny 
of the Bute. 

Upon these important iasn s, we think, 
beyond any doubt, a great diversity of sen- 
timent prevails even in tlie ranks of the 
l. aiouists, aud these division* will become 
manifest whenever an attempt is made to 
draw strict party lines. A Unioii.n in 
Southwestern Kentucky is totally unlike a 
l eiouist in Northern Kentucky. 

This fact Is recognized and acted on by 
the leader* of the Union party ; aud hence 
■o aUemj*i will be made at Frankfort on 
Moml '.y ntxt, by drill and management, to 
unite and harmin' ze the eonll'ctiug tle- 
meuta, now threatening the permanent 
disruption of the Union organization. The 
programme of the unconditional Unionist* 
will doubtless be to Ignore all com etir-g 
md disturbing issues m til au organization 
of both branches of the Legislature is ef. 
fecled; but it is by no in -ana certain that 
the moderate Unionists will consent to 
enter iuto any emeu* until the policy ol 
the party i3 clearly defined ; and any at- 
tempt to define a policy will result in the 
immediate disintegration and disruption of 
the Union party. 

We should uat be surprised If the 
moderate Unionists, combined wi.h the 
Southern K'ghts members, should have 
the preponderance in both branches of 
the Legislature. It is Certain, however, 
that the ultra unconditional Unionists 
will endeavor to control the organization 
of the Legislature, if a combined iflort 
is made against them, and there is a 
chance of defeating them. The Southern 
Right* men rihouii readily support IBr 
the Speakei^hip of the House or lor 
Lieutenant Governor, any Unionist op- 
posed to the war and iu good faith for 
neutrality. 

The action of the Legislature will have 
a gnat; influence in shaping the destiny 
of the State for years to come. It may 
be that au endeavor may be made to 
commit the State actively for the support 
of the Lincoln Administration, but, if 
this is attempted, beyond any question 
it will be the sigLul for resistance and 
revolution. A heavy responsibility rests 
upon the Union members of the Slate 
Legislature, aud we earnestly trust, that 
they w ill he fully equal to the emergen- 
cies of the occasion. 

tW H needless to attempt to disgui. e 

the startling fact, that our State is on the 
verge of a most bloody aud disastrous de- 
ll war. V.'e have earnestly labored to avert 
this great calamity: but, we fear, in vain. 
We have :c good faith urged the mainte- 
nance of the neutrality ot Kentucky, not 
because we ar xaot ia iuvor of the union of 
our State with the Sontb, but because we 
supjt;sed that thereby the iueaiimabta 
blessingsot peace might be secured to our 
people. Th- policy of neutrality, accepted 
alike by the Union and States Rights par- 
ties, is, however, to be abandoned, and 
Kentucky i* to be compelled to assume the 
position of an actively loyal or an actively 
disloyal State. 

It ha* been determined that Kentucky 
shall remain no louger neutral, but shall 
at once be actively enlisted iu support of 
the Federal Government. Day by day, the 
Federal authorities are tightening the reius 
on the people; an embargo has been laid 
upou their trade; a surveillance is exercised 
over their person.*; a standing army has 
been estaVished in their midst, and in a 
lew days, it is authoritatively stated, Gen. 
Anderson is to take charge of the Military 
Department of Kentucky and Tennessee. 

These movements by the General Gov- 
ernment iudicate that the neutrality Of the 
Suite is to be disregarded, and that Feder- 
al soldiers a r e to be stationed upon th s 
soil of Kentucky. We have no doubt 
whatever that such is the programme of 
the leaders of the Lit c >lu party in this 
Shite. It is supposed that by occupying 
this city, Covington, and Frankfort with a 
large military force, the back of secession 
in the State will be broken, and the people 
will be effectually overvawed and subjuga- 
ted. 

The people of Kentucky, however, with 
the examples of Maryland and Mis- 
souri before them, will not tamely submit 
to the invasion of their soil by Lincoln's 
soldiery. We arc gratified to learn that 
throughout the entire State Union and 
Southern R'ghts men are banding them- 
selves together to protect their homes and 
firesides, and to drive the ruthless invader 
from the soil ol Kentucky. 

The only question now for the people of 
Kentucky to determine, is whether they 
will submit to the occupation of the State 
by Lincoln troops or resist. We have no 
doubt whatever as to their determination. 
Resistance to the death will be the watch- 
word throughout the length and breadth 
of the State. It is true, that heretofore 
the Union party has obtained a nominal 
majority ; but when hostilities are inaugu- 
ted, fully one-t aird of the Unionists in the 
State will battle for the South. We have 
nc misgivings as to the result iu this State. 
It neutrality is p-eserved. wc shall perform 
good service for the South in jirotecting 
its frontier ; if neutrality is abandoned a«d 
hostilities inaugurated, Kentucky, with- 
out counting the costs, will promptly un- 
sheath her sword iu behalf of the South. 

fgUThe insulting reply of President 
Lincoln to the Commissioners at Washing- 
ton imposes upon Governor Magoffin the 
necessity ol maintaining the neutrality and 
vindicating the honor of the Slate. The 
times demand prompt action; the Governor 
should at once issue his proclamation, and 
in lass thaR ten days fifty thousaud Ken- 
tuckians will rally around his standard in 
defence of the State.

^ e learn from tlie Cincinnati Com- 
mercial that Gen. Rosecrans was at Clarks- 
burg day before yesterday (Tuesday). We 
infer from u private dispatch that he moved 
toward the enemy from that point yester- 
day.

We met. l ist evening, tw o members of 
the Ohio r.h Regiment— Frauk Beard, son 
of J. JL Beard, the artist, anil L. 8. Bil ler, 
the latter of the regimental band. They 
left the camp ot the 7th on Saturday at tea 
o’clock in the m irning. The c.uup was at 
that, time six miles from Gauley Bridge, 
on the Gaul y river, tost of the position of 
Gen. Cox _ Col. Tylsrhtd marched down 
to that point from Summer! ilie, because 
ia attack ou Gen. Cox had been anticipa- 
ted. All app: eheneions on that sub- 
ject Lad, however, passed away, and 
when our inform .nts left, eight com- 
panies of the regiment were under 
marching orders lor a place known as 
4 ‘ Jrc>s L me-,” which is ten uiilts west of 
Sumakereviilc, — a march of about thirty- 
five miles. Here, see * rdiug to a disf«ateh 
received last night, the fight took, place ou 
Monday morning. The troops had uot the 
slightest expei tation of an at ack,and seem 
to have been taken completely by siujvise. 
Messrs. Beard and Butler could hardly be- 
li« ve the siory ot a fight. The 7.h Regi- 
ment is principally made up of compaaies 
from the Western Reserve, there being 
three companies from Cleveland aud one 
from Obcrhn. 

A skirmish which cost the 7th several 
men took place Wednesday last, south of 
Summcrevi'le. A squad of fourteen men of 
company K, uuder Captain Shutte, left 
camp to watch at a tor.l ot the Gauley river, 
four milt s south of Summersville. They 
proceeded eight miles beyond the lord, ami 
were there ambuscaded, fiur of them 
killed on the spot and six wounded. Capt. 
Shutte was shot through the bowels aud 
mortally wounded. The rebel party were 
tlriv-n off, and all the wounded brought in 
except the Captain, who told the men that 
he must very soon die, and they should 
leave him. There was a little 1 "g house 
near, aud making him as comfortable as 
they could they left him there to die. 

The account which we have of the fight 
on Monday morning at Cross Lines, is 
manifestly colored by the excitement of 
the occasion. We have no doubt the forces 
of the enemy and the losses on both sides 
have been exaggerated. There is no ques- 
tion however, but we have suffered a severe 
loss.

day afternoon, in which the Rebels were 
completely dispersed with a loss of four or 
five killed and fifteen taken prisoners. Gen. 
Ztrigle was still pursuing the Rebels.

No one, s^ye General John- 
ston, wao closets hi cif elf ia his little yel 
low brick headquarters, a mile weat of our 
cainp, aud diligently engages himself in 
reorganising the army, and making ready 
for trie cot flic: which shall result in free- 
ing niat millions of people and re-estab- 
lishing t'ac Ark of Liberty, so long dust- 
crated by the impious Northmen. 

That there will loe a forward movement 
soon we hare every re isoa to believe, aud 
no reader or the Courier need be astonished 
while sipping his moru : ng coffee it he sees 
the inuoanceni *ut of our occupation of 
Maryland aud the hemming ia of the Fede- 
ral Capiud. vVe must have wiutei quarters, 
and B*l insore would furnish spleudidac- 
commoduMons for our forces. 

For ourselves, and by that expression I 
me«n Lite 1st Kentucky Regiment, we are 
faring admirably. Our camp is by long 
odds 'he neatest and mo<t salubrious in 
the vicinity. Well located U{k>u a gentle 
declivity fid bordered by a Wit of white 
oak aac yae trees, ii is as pretty a litAle 
city of canvass as the eye ever fell upon. 
Nor is it so small either. Since the arrival 
of the four companies that have been sta 
tioned at NorKikaud Richmond, our bat- 
talion ha 3 assumed the proportions of a 
full regrm ut, and now is the equal of any 
in the service. Our field olficcrs are gen- 
tlemen not ouly of the finest military 
attainment, but of that noble and manly 
disposition that causes thera to provide all 
that is possible for the comfort nud pleasure 
of the Rica. Rigid in discipline, exacting 
in the performance of all duties, and deter- 
mined in the discharge of the functions of 
their high offices, still they are iu no wise 
possessed of Lsuteur, they never exercise 
severity, a.id by ihcir conduct not only win 
the respect aud obedience bat affection of 
tte privates. Col. Thos. H. Taylor ha* 
beca in commiud two weeks, and in that 
period lus not only establi-hed a degree of 
universal popularity, but day by day gradu- 
ally strengthens the bonds of esteem with 
which the men are bound to him. It may 
be that the i roubles aud trials, the mortifi- 
cations and disappointments, the neglect 
and misapprehension to which we were 
subject for so many months , have caused 
us to look upou our recent good fortune 
with a more gracious feeling than would 
have otherwise been the case. Be that as 
it may, we are now in the finest feather, 
and feel jus ly inclined to sing praises 
to the authors of our well being.

GLITTER FROM CAMP BOONE. 

ICorrc-poudenee of the Louisville Courier.] 
Camp Boone, Aug. 25, 1801. 

Editor* Taxu isville Courier: I have not 
seen in the Courier a statement of the or- 
ganization ol this Camp, nor of Camp Bur- 
net*, and yet sneli a statement, I believe, 
would interest many of your readers. 1 
shall only speak of the 2d, kuown as Col. 
Haws’ regiment, not knowing fully liow 
the others are organized. This (the 2d) is 
without a Colonel, its commander— Haws — 
having been called to Manassas, aud 1 do 
no', think the successor has been indicated. 
Rjbtrf Johnson, the Lieutenant Colonel, is 
in command; Janies Iiewit, M jor; Graves, 
Adjutant; W.ble aud Justice, Surgeons. 

'the captains of the ten companies are: , 
A — Captain Moss, from Coiambus, com- j 
minds the Columbus Rebels; B — Capt. ,

You may depend upon it that thi9 
regiment will not run uuless ordered to, 
ai d it will bo prepared to go wheu duty 
calls it. But all hope not to tight in old 
Kentucky. There are many Union men in 
the State* that we still have so much confi- 
dence in as to believe that they will not 
permit an Abolition army to tread the soil 
of the State* w ithout resistance. It is very 
ctnain that Lincoln will soon send his 
armi&s in the State, and the foray of Rous- 
seau into Louisville to get a flag, w as in- 
tended us a feeler— just to see how the po<: - 
pie will bear a light tread, before Kiug 
Abraham puts his “foot down firmly.” — 
If a majority of the people of Kentucky 
invite Abolition armies into the State, the 
troops in this camp will have but little dis- 
position to interpose to prevent them lrom 
despoiling. But it cauuot be that brave 
old Kentucky has suuk so low. 

The health of this regiment is remarka- 
ble under the circumstances. We have not 
one ease of fever, although we are uow 
treading on the heels of autumn.

.North Carolina, Look Out. 

We copy the following extract of a letter 
purporting to come from Fayetteville, N. C. 
i under date of the 6:li, by a correspondent 
j to the Detroit, Michigan, Advertiser. The 
: Cincinnati Gazette republ h d it yesterday 
with tremendous head lints of “small caps” 
aud “black letter” for the special encour- 
agement of the “Union sentiment”. The 
letter, if ever written, was undoubtedly a 
hoax, but we give this extract to show the 
tricks the Northern press resort to, to gull 
the people : 

We also have enrolled in this part of the 
! 3l;t; (the Eastern) a full brigade of loyal 
men who are at present acting as Home 
Guards. They are oomposed of our most 
substantial citizens, u regiment of which 
expect to be called to assist in defending 
Washington, their services having been 
tendered for that purjiose. Col. Foster is 
their commander. He has been in all par.s 
of the Sbatc organizing Union Lodges, and 
will doubtless be our Provisional Gover- 
nor, being ono of the most fearless and 
able men we have in the State. If the 
Federal Government will furnish us with 
arms, we will take care of ourstlves and 
see to it, that a new order of things is es- 
tablished. Why not land a force on our 
Eastern shores with a good supply of arms ? 
If Government will do it, CoL Foster’s 
whole brigade will jump at the chance of 
joining the Federal force, alter being armed, 
and will, with them, march ou aud take 
Norfolk, which i* only about forty miles 
from where the Federal fores should land. 
Why not appoint Col. Foster a Brigadier 
General and arm and equip his men at 
once? In such a condition they would not 
only be able to act in concert with the for- 
ccs now engaged in the western part ot the 
State in organizing our Provisional Govern- 
ment, but they would also be in readiness 
1 to assist iu tuiriug Charleston, a city that is 
j detested here worse than ordinary people 
j detest rattlesnakes. 

Highly Important Arrest at Phila- 
delphia. 

Here is uu item highly sensational, mix- 
ed with a little t fthe realiiiesithe grabbling 
of ?1 00) iu gold) which wc find in the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette : 

Samuel Eikeu, who has been arrested at 
Philadelphia, on a charge ot treason, and 
taken to Fort Lafayette, is one of the most 
skillful ot mccliauics aud chemists, aud has 
b„*eii receiving high pay from the Richmond 
authorities. Al the time of his arrest he 
was endeavoring to got a force of mechan- 
ics to take South, and to buy telegraph and 
othvr material. A correspondent of the 
N. Y. Herald, says that in searching his 
house in Philadelphia, some curious con- 
trivances were discovered. Among the 
them about 8,000 feet of extremely minute 
insulated telegraph wire, of the thickness 
of thread, wrapped in silk, and adapted to 
forming connection with any ordinary w ire. 
The eSor of the thread was green, and in 
some respects, it was similar to the frag- ■ 
uients of cable picked up near Fortress 
Monroe. At a distance of ten yards this 
wire was invisible, and it could be trailed 
through grass and herbage, over any ex- 
tent of country, without detection. TUeobJ 
jecl of this wire was, doubtless, to lead off 
mts-iges from the Goverumeat Ines, nd 
put the Rebels in:o possession of every im- 
portant movement. Eiken insisted that it 
was an improved wire for insulating mag- 
nets ; but well informed witnesses dis- 
agreed with him. A percussion cap was 
likewise discovered, that would iguitc can- 
non cartridges through the thick metallic 
coverings aud thus avoid the necessity of 
tearing off the envelope. The model of a 
cannon, likewise, came to light, that the in- 
ventor supjKises capable ol splitting a sev- 
enty-four, frigate iu half at a distance of 
three miles. A miniature torpedo for sub- 
marine purposes, consisting essentially of 
a gutt.a-i>ercha hag and tube was discover- 
ed, and this, from the prisoner’s own ad- 
mission, was to he employed in blowing up 
war vessels. Among the prisoner’s private 
papers w e may enumerate a railroad fwss, 
directing the various Southern railways to 
pass the hearer to uuy point in the Coufed 
eraey and charge his expenses to the Davis 
government; a letter from the Director of 
the Ricbiuoud armory, containing grave 
matters not yet made public ; and onefroni 
George B. Sloat, the precise nature of which 
is uot yet explained, which the prisoner 
was detected chewing to pieces. He 
succeeded in swallowiug half the missive. 
More than $1,000 in gold were likewise 
taken lrom his effects. 

13T A u especial correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Gazette, iu a long letter about 
the battle Lear Springfield, Mo., has the 
following: 

The Battle-field a Fortnight after 
the Fight. 

There 6tili remains about seventy-five or 
one hi ndred uubnried bodies upou the 
field of battle, besides a large number of 
horses. The bodies arc in every instance 
those of Federal soldiers, and are generally 
lying on bard gravelly ridges. Those who 
fell in the hollows, or wuere the ground 
was soft, have beeu bid from view. The 
stench arisirg from the field is not as over- 
powering as might be supposed. With a 
single exception, every face has turned as 
black as an Etbiop’s, and that one, strange 
to say, persists in retaining its Circassian 
characteristic. In several instances, the 
visitor can distinctly see where wounded 
men have dragged themselves from the 
places where they fell, to the shade affor- 
ded by the few scrubby oak bushes in the 
field, and there, with the crimson tide of 
life ebbing awav, and no kind hand to ad- 
minister so trilfing a thing as a cup of wa- 
ter, for the want of which they were fam- 
ishing, they laid them down to die. Some 
of our wouiided men, whohad thus sought 
the shade, were uot found for three or four 
I* days after the buttle.

News from Richmond. 

"VVe extract from the Richmond Enquir- 
er of the 20tb, the follow ing items: 

THE FEDERAL BLOCKADE. 

M e learn that, in view of the evict ing 
l.lockade, the Confederate States Cotg ess 
his decided to throw the w hole Southern 
const open to foreign commerce by rc- 
pe ding the law establishing port* of entry. 
Whete vessels shall run the blockade into 
any of the shore inlets, they may, under 
the operation of the hill passed by Cou- 
gress, pay the Confederate duties, obtain 
clear ance, and transact all necessary cus- 
tom house business at the port of entries 
nearest their lauding. 

NEW GOVERNMENT STOCK. 

The President has returned with bis 
approval a bill passed in secret session by 
Congress to authorize the issue of in- 
scribed stock in the stead of coupot.d 
bonds, at the option of the holder. The 
certificates of this stock are to be made 
payable to order transferable at the Treasu- 
ry tor the same amount of principal, at 
the same rate of interest, aud payable at 
the same date, as are prescribed for the 
bonds. This stock is intended both ns a 
permanent investment and a currency 
bearing interest, which the Treasury notes 
do not The penalties for counterfeiting 
it are imprisonment for a term not less 
than three years nor more than ten years, 
and a line in a sum not exceeding five 
thousand dcllirs. 

THE RETALIATORY LAW. 

A difference is understood to have arisen 
is Congress as to the proper measure ot 
retaliation iu view of the confiscation 
measure oi the Lincoln Administra- 
tion. While a number ot the members 
are in favor of couti-c iting all Yankee prop- 
erty in the South of tvery description, in 
real estates, stocks, credits, A:., to indem- 
nify Southern citizens for the losses they 
have been put to by the robber legislation 
at Washington, another portion of Con- 
gress are tor carrying retaliation ouly to 
the extent of a seq'ueotration act. 

If the law shout 1 be passed iu a retalia- 
tory shape, it will We necessary to protect 
it against fraudulent assignments by a 
statute of limitations. The New York p>* 
pers have been very busy iu creating the 
impression that the stocks of the Confed- 
erate States have been pretty much bought 
up In the Northern markets by Southern 
speculators. To what extent these sabs 
on the New York Stock Exchange to South- 
ern customers have been in good laith, 
is the subject of seribui and considerable 
douit. T Imt there have been many lYadu- 
ljiit Northern assignments iu the South 
siuce las: winter does not admit of ques- 
tion, aud will rt quire a nice adjustment of 
a statute of limitations to discover frauds 
and concealmentc under the provisions of 
any measures of confiscation of Yankee 
p o.> r y that Congress may determine.
